The Importance of the College Concert. 
Thursday of the present week is devoted 
__by Jarge numbers of Christian people in our 
~ Jand to special prayer for Colleges and other 
literary institutions. It is an occasion well 
calculated to enlist the interest of all who 
- Jove the squis of men and have at heart the 
cause of God in the world. 

What a vast number of persons this con- 
_ cert embraces in its aims ! A quick glance 
at the list of Colleges makes us conclude 
that there are about fifty thousand youth in 

these incorporated institutions. But what 
an army, great as the armies of the Repub- 
lic, there is in all the various schools of the 
higher grade, both public and private in 
these broad States. 

What an influence these youth will have 
in the pulpit, at the bar, by the sick bed, in 

the.merchant’s office, at the teacher's desk, 
by the fireside! How soon they will have 
that influence. The rapid years are pass- 
ing all the highest influences of a mighty 
gation into their hands. Nay, they are now 
“having upon each other .an influence, the 
sum of which will be appalling, if for evil, 
‘and blessed beyond speech, if for good. _ 

This quick -influence upon each other, 
coupled with the fact that they are just in 
the time of life, when the ultimate decisiorfs 
of character are so generally made, makes 
it unspeakably important that the right kind 
and degree of exertion be made for their 
‘salvation. They need to be held in the at- 
mosphere of intercessory prayer not by 
‘fathers and mothers and intimate frieuds 
alone but by the whole Christian church. 

Such prayer has been made in concert 
for now about forty-five years. The day 
set apart for it is the wonderful day in the 
religious history of many acollege. It has 
become the Spiritual birthday of many of 
the most eminent pastors and other Chris- 
“tian alumni of our Colleges. Full well do 
we recal the solemn interest with which the 
day was wont to return during the four 
years of our own college life. There rise 
beforé us the names of some of the most 
successful workers in our American Church, 
who were at that time first brought out on 
the Lord’s side. 

If such a day be so valuable in the older 
colleges and schools of our country, who 
shall compute the value of it to the Literary 
Institutions of our own State ? 

It must be said of these Institutions, as 
far as we know them, that they contain a 
remarkably small number of pious students. 
One is startled as he compares the religious 
statistics.of a California college with those 
of the colleges of New Englagd and New 
York. He is even more startled as he com- 
pares them with those of the Middle West. 

Experience has shown that the College

gives in great measure the religious tone of | 


the community in which it is planted. Is it 
‘not a matter of great concern to the Chris- 
tian churches of this State that the schools 
shall be schools of Christ? Indeed, if we 
try to look at this matter in an, one of .its_ 
‘manifold relations, it seems to us that the 
day should be one of special solemnity and 
of earnest petition in all our social meetings 
and at every Christian fireside. The great 
question, whence our ministry shall come, 
or whether we shall have a native ministry 
at all, depends in great measure upon the 
feeling which shall obtain upon this subject. 
We commend the Concert to the marked at- 
tention of all our readers. We commend 
the great object to the incessant, daily pray- 
of all who desire to see our State a Chris- 
tian State: to all who love the Kingdom of

Text—Rev. 3 : 10.—“ Because thon hast kept 
the word of my patience, I also will keep thee from 
the hour of temptation.’ . 


Introduction.—There isa word of Christ’s 
patience. The word of the patience of 
Jesus Christ has been kept. The keeping 
of this word of patience has been reward- 
ed. So much the text authorizes us to say. 
This word of Christ’s patience consists of 
those special instructions in which his dis- 
ciples are forewarned concerning the recep- 
tion of their messages, the temper of the 
world, the results of endeavor, and the tu- 
mults and shocks of time. Foreseeing the 
delays, imperfections, and slow advance- 
ment of his own right cause, he bids his 
followers be patient, and rely on him im- 
plicitly. 

Argument.—1. The need of patience. 
We need to have patience with ourselves. 
We are slow, inert, inapt, unskillful, and 
fickle in our personal endeavors, and in the 
training of ourselves. We seem like awk- 
ward boys in the first weeks of their learn- 
ing to write; when their muscles are so 
perverse, unpliable,and ungovernable. We 
need to have patience with our brethren. 
We see them worried with nothings; hig- 
gling about trifles; frightened by straws; 
occupied with disputations ; troubled about 
others’ mistakes ; and worried because in 
these circumstances they are so nearly good 
for nothing. We need to have patience 
with our denominations. These have grown 
out of some want, and by force of some ur- 
gency. But they soon forget their mission, , 
as parts of a unity, and exbaust their en- 
ergies, in pushing off this and that section, 
absorbing these and those, and trying to 
show that they each contain the very center 
of all the unity there is, or ever can be. If 
you will not concede this, you must fight. 

_ 2. The power of patience. This power 
is even wonderful. It is stronger than iron. 
It is stronger than prejudice. It is stronger 
than life. It is mightier than death. It is 
the abrasion of ages that rounds and pol- 
ishes the smooth stones of the brook. It is 
the dropping water that scoops out the mar- 
ble. It is the lips of generations that in 
kissing wear away the iron toe of St. Peter’s 
statue. It is the river that carries all bur- 
dens without complaint, that heeds not the 
changes of human affairs, and that rests 
not, but pushes steadily toward its destina- 
tion. Patience is to moral affairs what 
gravitation is to the universe. It is the cen- 
tripetal force. No center can ever be found 
without it; and men are but scare-crows. 

3. The reward of patience. This is 
found now in the continual “blessedness of 
it, and now io the triumph of it. Patience 
is the man_of cool temper in the midst of 
cholerig beings ; that contains all his energy 
till they have exhausted themselves. As- 
sailed by the throngs of temptations, beset 
by all the dogs of contention, the man of 
patience grows strong in his warihess, and 
lets them worry themselves to death. He 


grow great. He may be injured and borne 
down ; yet he rises triumphant into a com- 
posed, serene, and blissful altitude. He 
does not see all his prayers answered, nor 
all his toils successful; but he does see the 
word of Christ true. He does not accom- 
plish the bright dream of his youth, but he 
does ascend into the heaven of trust, and 
walk the hights in sublime repose. “ Here 
is the patience of the saints.” 
Remarks.—1. They are children who are 
caught with the showy, noisy, passionate, 
volatile creatures and measures of this 
world. The impatient are the babble of 
brooks ; the patient are the roar and ma- 
jesty of ocean. 

2. Patience is steady, but not stolid, It 


its fear. It is wide awake, but wastes not 
a blow. 

8. One maxim is, “by persevering thou 
shalt conquer.” Another is—* keeping the 
word of Christ’s patience thou shalt: con- 
quer both weakness and power.” : 


Progress of Freedom. 

Missouri has taken her place among the 
Free States. The ordinance of complete 
and unconditional emaficipation passed the 
convention by a vote of 60 to 4. This was 
on the 11th of January. On the 14th the 
convention of three hundred delegates’ in 
Tennessee unanimously prohibited slavery 
and abolished it forever. This action was 
to be submitted to the people of that State 
on the 22d inst., and was undoubtedly en- 
dorsed triumphantly. The Constitutional 
Amendment abolishing slavery in the United 
States has passed Congress, and has already 


been ratified by several Northern and West- 
ern States. Little Delaware refused to 
ratify it. But it will not be long before she 
changes her mind. For changes of mind 
on the subject of slavery are the order .of 
the day. Even Sunset Cox admits that 
Slavery is repugnant to himself. Light be- 
gins to break on the Kentucky mind, and 
when Tennessee is all light on the south 
and Ohio shines brighter than ever on the 
northern border, we think that it will not.

Letter from Italy. 
[The following letter has been delayed ; 
having reachéd us, overland, February 


14th,. The letter from Florence referred 


to, has not been received by us.—Eps. | 
Napes, Dec. 8th, 1864. 


Messrs. Enpirors:—I remember to 


have made for you some severe Criticisms 
upon the city of Florence. I have now 
nothing to retract of these statements, but 


the galleries of art are magnificent and free 
—the richest in Italy. Let nota traveler 
lose the pleasure and profit of visiting the 
studio of arists—here, it is that he catches 
the true spirit and frenzy.of art. He must 


see the man Powers in the midst of his | 


matchless busts, in his working dress, sur- 
roundéd by shapeless blocks of marble, 
hear him talk in such a place, see his 
“ Greek Slave” springing from the bed of a 
huge rock, his * California,” standing forth 
in nature,and marvelous beauty, his ideal 
“ Christ,” just shaping in soft clay under 
his hand ; then he is much better prepared 
to look at sculpture. America has very 
able artists of both kinds in Europe, of 
whom she has reason to be proud, whose 
works will command the admiration of com- 
ing ages.| 

_ But Rome! who can tell the grandeur 
of her ruins? Who can describe her “ gor- 
geous palaces, and solemn temples?” One 
knows not which most to admire, the mon- 
uments of past greatness, or the riches and 
glory of the present. ~- Here are the Colos- 


eum and St. Peter’s; the Pantheon, and } 


St. John Lateran. Those were very great 
and these are so. But that ruin of the 
Coliseum is a greater testimony of the 
power of the past than St. Péter’s is, of the 
present. These mighty monuments testify 
of a great people. No pigmy nation could 
do such things. The traveler visits them 
again and again, and perhaps at each time 
with increasing wonder. To identify the 
seven hills, Capitoline, Quirinal, Leventine, 
&c., names familiar to all, and to study the 


_ Roman Forum, absorbed me as much as 


anything about the Eternal City. With 
guide-book in hand, I spent’a half day look- 
ing out the Forum, now filled up, and 
much cut up, and in part devoted to most 
dishonorable uses. In this, the very beart 
of ancient Rome, around which stood the 
public buildings, the temples of the gods, 
are now cattle-pens, and a place for the of- 
fal of the city. Some.of. the beautiful col- 
umns are still standing—some are half bur- 
ried, others are cleared of the dirt, the de- 
posit of ages; one can read their inscrip- 
tions; there is the “ Via Sacra,” with the 
very paving stones on which Cicero and 
Cesar, ang St. Paul walked. The street 
is narrow, not over twenty feet, 1 judge, 
after which all the streets of Italian cities 
are modeled at the present day. We had 
a chance to witness two imposing ceremo- 
nies in St. Peters—the anniversary of its 
consecration, and the cannonizatian of 9 
couple of saints, on both which occasions 
the Pope was out, and his gay retinue of 
Cardinals. Ahead of emblazoned carriages, 
(the heaviest with gold and furbelow I ever 
saw) a mule was led, but alas! the saddle 
was vacant, Next came the Pope himeelf, 
drawn by six black horses, almost covered 
with gilt harness, guided by riders in the 
richest livery, three powdered postillions 
standing behind the ponderous vehicle. 
The old man is very benignant in his looks, 
appears infirm and bent with years; he 
seems to bless the people as he passes along. 
He is nevertheless an inveterate snuffer, 
for he indulges this delectable habit in the 
midst of the holy sacrament, and then ap- 
plies his handkerchief with sonorous une. 
tion. We confess to have been shocked by 
the spectacle, but it did not seem to affect 
them in this way, who. regard him as the 
“ Vicar of God.” On this occasion, were 
displayed a portion of the real cross, and 
the handkerchief which was applied to our 
Saviour’s face, to wipe away the bloody 
sweat. During this exhibition, the Pope 


was kneeling in prayer, in the center of the 


vast basilica, surrounded by a mulitude of 
people, some ‘kneeling with him, many 
standing to get a good sight of the specta- 
cle. When the two women were canon- 
ized, or translated to saints, the church was 
darkened, and illuminated by thousands of 
candles. The scene was more than brilliant ; 
it was grand. Around the figure of St. 
Peter, in an attitude of benediction, the 
light was centralized, and the imagination 
involuluntarily made him Christ in. the 
brightness of the last great day. There: 
above him was a blazing cross; on either 
hand, figures of angels and saints, and over 
all a canopy, a8 of stars. We were sur- 
prised ; our senses for a time, almost bewil- 
dered by the magical effect of the illusion. 
It is suid that the Romans are very discon- 
tented with the present state of things in 
civil affairs; that a revolution impends, 
and will break out whenever enough of the 
French soldiers have departed to render 
the experiment possible. They wish the 
temporal reign of the Pope to end; they 
are oppressed by its bondage. They want 
to go with all Italy, and have Victor Eman- 
uel for King. Superstition prevails. Over 
the doors of nearly all the churches, carved 
in the stone, you see that indulgences are 
sold “ for the living and the dead, for time 
and eternity,” which is a practical license 
for all kinds of crime, and all forms of 
sin. 

I cannot now writeof Naples and its 
surrounding wonders, nor the magnificent 
bay over which my window looks, remind- 
ing me always of the bay of San Francisco. 
To-morrow, in company with two young 
gentlemen, one from New York, the other 
from Baltimore, your correspondent takes 
steam for Alexandria, grateful for a birth- 
land of civil and religious liberty, joyful 


that she has overwhelmningly expressed ber 
determination to stand by those principles 
though it cost rivers of blood, and untold 
treasures of gold.

But 
so itis. The world has 150,000 vessels, 
and 8,000,000 of seamen. England and 
America bave 80,000 vessels, and 890,000 
seamen. But America has more tonnage 


England, because more navigable coast. 


She has 43,000 miles of coast, one-half 
washed by fresh water ; and how many sea- 
men? Twenty-five years ago, America had 
only 90,000 seamen; now she has 500,- 
000. And the number is still increasing. 
True, many of our ships have lately been 
destroyed by privateers, and many more 
have in consequence, either been sold or put 
under neutral flags. But look at the increase 
of our navy. The number of seamen in 
our navy has, during the war, increased from 
8,000 to upwards of 50,000. Thus Amer- 
ica goes ahead. Her flag is flying in every 
port; her ships are whitening every sea. 
Along every ocean high-way, those white- 
winged monsters are flying with our com- 
merce. And what a multitude of seamen, 
afloat and ashore! Nay what a vast desert 
of unconverted seamen for the Church of 
Christ to cultivate! Let us look at it. 


But what means the lighthouse on the 
headland? the light-ship, or the beacon- 
light, flaahing.out over the dark, troubled 
waters? What the buoy floating over hid- 
den rocks, or sunken vessels, perhaps a bell 
in it, mournfully tolled by the waves ? What 
the fog-bell, the lookout, the ship-lights, the 
life-boats, life-buoys and, perhaps, life-pre- 


sail, men at the pumps, and flag union down ? 
What the signal-gun booming from the dark 
and dismal seaward? or the blue-lights go- 
ing up as if to heaven for help? What the 
life-boat pulling to that ship, in the thick 
and stormy offing ? the wreck, or the corpses 
on the strand? What the flags half-mast, 
or mothers and children in mourning weeds ? 
What mean all these? The prophet says, 
“There is sorrow onthe deep.” Yes, there 
is sorrow, there is danger, there is death, on 
the stormy “leep. Sailors die fast: The 
average length of their life, after they begin 
to follow the sea, is only eleven years ; Mr. 
Jones, chaplain, Snug Harbor, says, only 
ten. For every sixteen sailors who die of 
disease or old age, gleven die by drowning, 
or in wrecks. So about three-fifths or six- 
ty per cent. of our seamen die in their beds, 
and have a Christian burial. Yes, seamen 
die fast. We annually lose about 350 ves- 
sels, worth, with their cargoes, $25,000,000. 
but how many seamen do we lose, seamen 
more precious than clipper ships with car- 
goces of gold? . If about 2,000 British 
seamen annually perish, bow many Ameri- 
can? Of all nations, probably 7,500 annu- 
ally perish in the deep. While I write how 
many are clinging to wrecks and rafts, 
perishing in thei® boats, or going to the 
bottom in their sinking ships! While you 
read, how many are sinking, not only into 
a watery grave, but into a fiery hell! Was 
not the bark Ann Berry, with her captain 
and three of her crew, lost on our bar, in 
a calm, the other week? And, only the 
other day, was not the ship Sir Jobn Frank- 
lin lost not far from this port, with her cap- 
tain and twelve of her crew? Nor was she 
lost in a storm. The captain thought she 
was far from land; but when the fog cleared 
up, she was on the breakers. O the dangers 
of the sea! “ When they shall say ‘ peace 
and safety,’ then sudden destruction comes 
upon them.” Yes, sailors die fast, and go 
to hell fast ; and what are we doing to save 
them? Brethren, what we do for sailors 
we must do quickly, for their time is short. 
But are not our seamen in even greater 
danger ontheshore? I wrote the following 
in England, and published it in Zhe Record, 
a first-class London paper: “ Perhaps po 
place in the three kingdoms needs the mis- 
sionary more than this great naval and mil- 
itary station. The temples of Bacchus and 
Venus are legion ; and there the blue-jack- 
ets and red-jackets go to worship. For a 
batch of customers, the publican will order 
a dozen girls, some gallons of drink, and a 
fiddlers? Is it not his legalized business! 
TL? place swarms with fallen yomen ; were 
it not for the: military patrols, vice would 
run riot in the public streets. The back 
slums are moral deserts, with few green 
spots ; many of the houses there are hotbeds 
of vice. There, under the very shadow of 
our churches, vice grows in rank Juxur- 
iance. There no Bible is read, no God is. 
worshipped ; but, inflamed with alcohol, lust 
and blasphemy they h6ld their midnight car- 
nival. There, there the Christian missionary 
is wanted. One clergyman says, he ‘ bas the 
cure of all the souls in bis parish; but 
thousands of his patients are dying of sin.” 
And will this description, which once caused 
a little sensation, fit no place in the new 
world? Look, for instance, to Water and 
Cherry streets, New York. Look at those 
drinking and gambling hells, sometimes 
called boarding houses. There our seamen 
are driven, like beasts to slaughter. There 
they get drunk, lose their money, blaspheme 
God, fight, fall asleep in their blood and 
vomit. And when they awake, where are 
they? Sometimes on board unknown ships, 
the officers with kicksand curses shouting, 
“Tarn out bere!” They stagger to their 
feet, fa-1 from aloft, fall or jump overboard. 
Sometimes they awake in hospital, dying of 
delirium tremens; and sometimes in hell. 
O the dangers of the shore as well as the 
sea! No wonder sailors are monstrously 
bad. No wonder many have followed the 
sea for many years without finding a chris- 
tian afloat. No wonder many of our sbips 
are like floating hells, ever ringing with 
No 
wonder Christian parents tremble for the 
safety of their boys at sea. No wonder 
sailors disgrace their country in foreign 


ports. No wonder they make Christianity 


servers? What the broken mast or torn | 


stink in the nestrils of the heathen. No 


wonder they even demoralize the heathen, - 


and counteract missionary efort. In short, 
no wonder Christianity prospers so little, 
when sailors, so powerful for good or evil, 
are neglected. Did Christ neglect seamen ? 
Did not Christ call seamen, make them 
apostles, preach on their vega 
on their pillows. Brethrem, let us not neg- 


lect our perishing seamen. J. B. T.

That young 
woman into whose mind that blessed light 
came, remembered that text. Ten years 
after she married, and the next year named 
her first born son Jabez Bunting. It was 
worth the while for that young minister to 
preach that night in that rustic hamlet.

But 
slavery is not the only sin this nation has to 
answer for. Our Fathers, in their anxiety 
to guard against the incubus of a State 
church and a State religion, rejected religion 
altogether, and thereby left themselves with 
no foundation for morality, without which no 
nation can long exist. In the fundamental 
law they ignored the very existence of God. 
They recognised no higher authority than 
“ We, the people,” thereby building their 
superstructure on the foundation of physical 
force. In the administration of the gov- 
ernment we have desecrated God’s holy 
Sabbath by devoting it to the service of 
Mammon. Having no foundation for mor- 
ality it is not strange that injustice and ex- 
tortion have become rife in the land. “ Shall 
not I visit for thes things,” saith the Lord, 
“ and shall not my soul be avenged on such a 
nation as this?’ Yes, God is vindicating 
his rights. 

“ He is sifting out the hearts of men before His 

judgment seat.” 

He has put it into the heart of some to pro- 
pose this amendment, and it will afford a fit 
opportunity to show who is on the Lord’s 
side—who acknowledges His hand in the 
chastisement we are now suffering. I know 
there are many who acknowledge it now 
who did not do so two years ago. We 
hear it acknowledged by speakers on the 
platform, in the balls of Congress, in the 
press and in our national songs as we have 
never heard before. And this is to be ex- 
pected at such a time as this, for His prophet 
has told us that, “ When His judgments 
are in the earth the inbabitants of the world 
will learn righteousness.” The only way to 
arrest the judgments/of God is to acknowl- 
edge their justice and remove their cause.

I bave also forwarded, 
of this date, a coin draft on San Francisco, 
for $11.00,in favor of Buckingham, being 
the amount of his outlay on receipt at Car- 
son City. 

The price of the freight is high, espe- 
cially in winter. I was pleased to receive 
them, and have offered a few for sale to 
bear expenses. The ready response met 
with in selling, convinces me that the want 
of Bibles is felt in this community, and 
that this donation by the California Bible 
Society will be appreciated. 

After paying the expenses, I will carry 
out your suggestion, by having them dis- 
tributed amongst the poor, and report the 
result.

Epitors Paociric:—A few lines from 
this place may not be unacceptable to some 
of your readers. It is well known that the 
opening of the mines, the increase of anti-

ritory, is in a great measure owing to the 
presence of the California and Nevada Vol- 
unteers; the settlers feel that life is secure, 
that their persons and property are safe, 
that even the presence of a few blue-coated 
boys is sufficient to overawe the lawless 
crowd, who would otherwise have prevented 
the opening of the mines, and other steps 
toward something like civilization, which 
have latterly taken place. 

There is now in Great Salt Lake City, 
regular and stated evangelical preaching, 
Sabbath-school, prayer and conference meet- 
ings, and a settled pastor; a charch on Con- 
gregational principles is forming, and all 
seems going on just as.it should be in this 
respect, as a beginning, with one exception ; 
we have no suitable books; and all com- 
munication eastward cut off; and we are 
compelled to appeal to the kindness of our 
brethren West for supplies of the needful. 

The Rev. Norman McLeod, (our pastor) 
latterly of Denver City, has a very small 
supply of books; and the opening of two 
‘Sunday-schools, one at tnis Camp, and the 
other at Salt Lake City, has exhausted our 
supply of Bibles and Testaments, the only 
Sunday-school books we had; but brother 
Buel will, no doubt, supply our wants in 
that respect; it has been determined to ap- 
peal through your columns, if you will al- 
low it, to the friends of our common Lord 
and Savi r help in this matter. We 
need Sabbath-school lilraries, music books, 
papers, and charch hymn-books (for use in 


, Camp). I think when the nature and mag- 


nitade of the work, thas attempted, is taken 
into consideration, that our friends wil] 1; 
withhold their aid in helping forward the 
glorious enterprise. 

With this letter, I forward a few copies 
of our Camp newspaper, edited, localized, 
printed, ete., by California and Nevada 
Volunteers, which contain notices corroba- 
tory of my statement, a few extracts from 


‘which may not be uninteresting to your 


readers. Messrs. Editors, will you not say 
a good word for us, both in your public and 


and do something towards 

lieving our wants. Could some of the 
young people attending school in California 
cities, but see the avidity and eagerness 
twith which the few old Sabbath-school pa- 
pers we had were taken; the reading they 
have had, and the anxiety of the unsupplid 
ones to know when “more were coming,” 
they would gladly donate a few of their 
Sabbath supplies for our use. By the Way, 
will not ome of therh send me through th. 
Post Office,a few of their old copies; no 
matter how many months old, they will be 
new bere; and will be received by the 
young people in our Sabbath-schools, with 
great thankfulness ; these may be sent from 
any city or town in the State where there is 
a Post Office. 

Messrs. Editors, this movement is the 
most powerful encroachment that has ever 
been made upon the power of Brigham | 
Young and his satellites. Since Bibles and‘ 
Testaments have been offered free of cost, 
they have been accepted, and better still, 
perused. Contrasts have been made be- 
tween the teachings of those who believe 
in Brigham Young, and the teachings of 
our elder brother, Jesus Christ, sadly to the 
discredit of the former; the teachings of 
the former being, give, give, GIvE ; bring 
in your tithings, follow me, do as I tell you; 
while we say, “ask and ye shall receive,” 
“knock and it shall be opened unto you ;” 
seek, investigate and decide for yourselves 
what is truth and what is error.

Salt Lake Doings—Aau Important Ylevement 


At a meeting of the friends of Chistian- 
ity, called, for the purpose of taking the in- 
itiative, in the organization of a socicty to 
codperate with the Charch of Christ to be 
be organized in this city, probably within 
two wevks, it was unanimously resolved that 
we do now organize ourselves into a society, 
to be designated the first Christian Society 
in connection with the first Charch of Je- 
sus Christ (congregational) in Utah. That 
a committee of three be appointed to draft 
a Constitution and’ By-laws in harmony 
with the perfect independence of the 
Church in spiritual things. 

We were pleased to hear the following 
interesting statement from the Rev. N 
McLeod: “It is the practice of all our 
Churches to organize what are called soci- 
eties composed of members of the Churches 
and of the congregations for the purpose 
of holdiag the property in trust, and the 
general management of the temporalities. 
It is deemed just, wise and liberal to do so, 
and no conflict need arise between the 
Church and the society. In the society all 
find common ground to enjoy their rights 
and to exercise their franchise. All who 
contribute of their means and influence in 
the carrying out of the grand purposes of 
a Christian Church, have a voice and a 
vote in all proceedings in connectiou with 
Church property and the disposition of the 
means which they themselves contribute. 
Trustees to hold the property for the object 
specified in the deed of trust, and to man- 
age the secular affairs of the Church are 
chosen annually by the society. 

The meeting adjourned until Saturday 
next, February 4th,at 2 P.m., at which 
time all interested are invited to be present 
at the Hall of the Y. M. L. Association, 
Great Salt Lake City,qhen Trustees for 
the ensuing year will be elected.— Union 
Vidette, Feb. 3.

his scheme of organization conserves the 
whole of the writer’s favorite Congregation- 
alism. He insists on maintaining the vir- 
tual independence of each’ particular con- 
gregation; the action and powers of all 
more general ecclesiastical bodies being 
only advisory, and without any kind of co- 
ercive authority. 

The Christian Advocate and Journal 
remarks: “to this, it seems to us, they are 
all tending, and must come at no remote 
period. Episcopal and Congregational are 
the only two forms in which the Method- 
ism of the future will be found.” It pro- 
ceeds to ask the important question, “whether 
Congregational Methodism would be so spe- 
cifically different from the now existing 
Congregational Churches in this country 
as to necessitate or even to justify the main- 
tenance of a distinct name and organization? 
In general discipline the two would be iden- 
tical; Church usages would be regulated 


by each local Church; the only point of | y 


difference would be in doctrine. Some 
may say that the now existing Congrega- 
tional Churches are Calvinistic, while those 
Methodist Churches are Arminian. Nom- 
inally this is the case; but really we incline 
to believe, nay hope, that the Methodistico- 
Congregationalists wowld not all at once so 
fully abandon the real excellences of Cal- 
vinism, as most of the Congregational 
Churches and ministers bave done. We 
apprebend that practically the doctrinal 
differences of the two kinds of Congrega- 
tionalists would amount to nothing, and, 
therefore, we suspect that it would be 
found impossible to keep up the line of dis- 
tinction between them. The prefix “ Meth- 
odist” would soon become unmeaning, and 
probably a disadvantage, and so would be, 
as it should be, disused.”

but the Old School laid it on the table. —
